He is alleged to have worked many 
schemes, the i^rincipal one being to 
give a mortgage, then give a second one 
ostensibly to get to release the first but 
forget to cancel the prior one, thus get- 
ting two loans on one mortgage. Brown 
leaves a large family, and all their ef- 
fects have been taken by creditors with 
mortgages.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—The house 
passed a bill relieving the political dis- 
abilities of D. C. Smith, of Texas; also 
i a bill creating three additional land dis- 
tricts in Colorado. 


Mr. Dalzell called up the contested 
election case of Smith vs. Jackson, from 
West Virginia. Mr. Crisp raised the 
question of consideration, and filibus- 
, tering ensued. 


The house is in an uproar over the at- 
tempt of the speaker to count a quorum, 
; an attempt which was denounced by 
Breckenridge, of Kentucky, as revolu- 
tionary.

Mr. John G. Lehr, when he was em- 
ployed by the city and county to search 
for sequestered taxes, 
proceeded at 
once with his oocupation, and has since 
prosecuted the work with such care and 
success that the tax duplicates will show 
on account of his efforts something be- 
tween two and three hundred thousand 
dollars more than it otherwise would. 


The case of E. Seidel is the most in- 
teresting. Last year Mr. Seidel went 
on the duplicate for a small amount on 
personal property. The return this year 
was not much increased. Mr. Lehr fer- 
reted out in loans a large sum, with de- 
linquency, and reported to the city 
cleik the sum of $84,847 against Mr. 
Seidel. According to this the city and 
county personal tax against this party 
alone would amount to more than $150,- 
000. 


Mr. Seidel appeared before the clerk 
and City Attorney Henry Colerick and 
explained that he loaned the money as 
agent for the Buffalo Insurance com- 
pany. 
Correspondence was opened 
with the company and it was found 
they were not responsible for taxes on 
such loans. Mr. Seidel then filed a 
sworn statement of his pei'sonal prop- 
i^y'inoliidii^money affairs which rep- 
resents less than half the amount re- 
turned by Mr. Lehr. The city attorney 
still has the statement. 


A large number of other cases are re- 
ported and until they are adjusted the 
tax duplicates cannot be turned over.

rOLITE 
BOYS. 


It is frequently remarked that i)olite 
behavior ought to be taught in our 
public schools, as it used to be taught 
in the olden time. 
It would be highly 
proper to do so, and the more because 
almost all American boys, down in the 
bottom of their hearts, wish to be polite, 
and desire to know the best ways of 
behaving. 


But", it is said by persons who have 
observed the conduct of young people 
that the boys who pay the least regard, 
to the rights and feelings of others aro 
the pupils of private schools. 


A young lady who has had much ex- 
perience with dancing classes remarks 
that the rough, troublesome, sky-lark- 
ing pupils generally come from the 
more luxurious homes. 
They have 
been told often enough how to behave ; 
they know what is proper and becom- 
ing, but, unhappily, the desire to be 
polite is wanting. 
They do not care 
whether their teacher is happy or mis- 
erable, successful or not successful, nor 
whether the children who really wish 
to learn are aided or hindered. 
They

Our Tariff Interrosator. 


To the Editor of THB SENTINEL, 


I observe that your neighbor, the 
Gazette, has been too much absorbed in 
searching for that iiemised bill to fur- 
nish an answer to the questions you 
asked the other day. I am disappointed; 
because an "honest" answer to those 
and a few other questions, would help 
many now in doubt, to a settled con- 
viction on this important public ques- 
tion of high and low tariff. Will you 
therefore give me space to ask our friend 
and teacher a few questions to which we 
beg that he will vouchsafe and early 
answer ? 


Does the duty on wool raise the price 
of wool to the wool growers or does it 
not ? If yes, does the duty on wool in- 
crease the cost of wool to the woolen 
manufacturer, and consequently the 
price of his goods ? If no, what is the 
duty on wool for ? 


What, according to the testimony of 
manufacturers, is the total "labor cost" 
of making a yard of woolen cloth worth 
say about 85 cents per yard ? What is 
the duty on a yard of imported cloth of 
same quality? Is it less than, more 
than, or equal to the whole labor cost! 


The duty on a ton of steel rails is 
$17 per ton. What, according to the 
best evidence obtainable, is the total 
"labor cost" of making a ton of steel 
rails at the most favored places in the 
country, taking all materials, iron ore, 
coal, lime, etc., in their natural state? 
Is the duty more or less than the total 
'labor cost?" 
Tta United States consumes iron and 
steel every year equal to three-fourths 
of Great Britain's annual product, and 
about 30 per cent, of the world's annual 
product exclusive of what we make our- 
selves. 
Under 
these 
circumstances 
could any conceivable competition close 
our furnaces and mills? 


Should we go to the "demnition bow- 
wows" if the duty on steel rails were 
lowered to $11 per ton, or even entirely 
removed. 


An investigation of the tariff question, 
starting from some definite point, and 
reasoning on ascertained facts is more 
in accordance with the methods of mod- 
ern schools than with methods seeming- 
ly in vogue when the editor of the Ga- 
zette went to school. The smart boy of 
the class now has an opportunity to dis- 
tinguish himself. 
Let him stand, pull 
down his vest, and answer. 


He may not need to consult any 
books, but at least let him remember 
that nothing serves better to alienate 
thoughtful men than manifest contempt 
for the great students and thinkers o^ 
the world.

What, according to the 
best evidence obtainable, is the total 
"labor cost" of making a ton of steel 
rails at the most favored places in the 
country, taking all materials, iron ore, 
coal, lime, etc., in their natural state? 
Is tho duty more or less than the total 
"labor cost?"

steel every year equal to three-fourths 
of Great Britain's annual product, and 
about 30 per cent, of tho world's annual 
product exclusive of what we make our- 
selves.
